SUBJECT: Special Procedures for Systematic Review and 
Declassification of Classified Information 
Concerning the Identities of Clandestine 
Human Agents 


1. Executive Order 12065 states (section 3-403) that 
the Director of Central Intelligence 'may establish special 
procedures for systematic review and declassification of 
classified information concerning the identities of 
clandestine human agents." The Department of Defense, in 
publishing its "guidelines for systematic review of 20-year 
old classified information in permanently valuable DoD 
records," stated that information revealing clandestine 
human agent identities "shall only be ...[declassified] in 
accordance with procedures established by the Director of 
Central Intelligence for that purpose." 


2. A draft of such special procedures is attached. 
Members are invited to comment on it, with particular 
regard to the thoroughness with which the proposed language 
covers classified information concerning clandestine human 
agents of interest to Community departments and agencies.
